The British Columbia coastline to- 
day is cleaning up in the wake of 
“one of the most intense and ex- 
tensive” wind and rain storms ever

Get Better 


Acquainted 

Editor, Bulletin—May 1 take 
this opportunity to ask why there 
isn't a better understanding as to 
how the other half lives in res- 
pect to urban and rural dwellers? 
Some of them seem so uninform- 
ed about the other, 

For instance, town and city 
dwellers have the idea that the 
current high food prices are the 


farmer's fault and that all the 
farmers are getting rich. There 
are very few farmers getting rich 
although some have done very 
well, by staying with it and work- 
ing hard for about forty years. 
With the high cost of feed, ma- 
chinery and so on there isn’t an 
awful lot of profit. 

Also some urban people seem 
to have the idea that all farmers 
are ignorant, illmannered, and 
have nothing to talk about but 
the farm work, and that so-called 
hayseeds haven’t any brains. 
They seem to think that just 
anybody at all can be a farmer 
without any previous experience, 
and that a farmer is a poor 
manager when he doesn't have 
an eight hour day. 

This hhs led many city people 
to make utter fools of themselves 
trying the business of farming 
without any exeperience. Before 
taking up farming make sure you 
know something about; carpenter 
work, mechanics, stock breeding 
and several other trade which are 
too numerous to mention here. 

On the other hand there are 
rural dwellers that have the idea 
that anybody working in a town 
or city has a very easy life, which 
of course isn’t the case, Children 
in schools should be taught that 
it isn’t what a man does but the 
way he does it that counts.

Financial Checks Can Limit Living Costs 


Thit is seventh in a series 
of nine articles dealing with 
the high cost of living, by

There is not much that can be 
done to stimulate total produc- 
lion. 

Only about 2% of the available 
working force is unemployed. It 
is unlikely that
